For periods between censuses of population, the population of the State is estimated by adding the sub- 
sequent natural increase (the excess of births over deaths) and recorded net migration (the excess of arriv- 
als over departures) to the population ascertained at the previous census. The intercensal estimates are sub- 
ject to revision when the population is ascertained at the next census, and any discrepancy disclosed by 
the census is added to the recorded net migration. Population estimates for periods between the 1954 and 
1961 censuses have been revised in the light of preliminary results of the 1961 census.

These are supplemented by some other direct records of monthly employment (e.g. hospitals) and by 
estimates of the number of employees outside the scope of the main sources. The numbers of 
factory employees shown for months subsequent to June, 1961 are estimates which are subject to revision 
in the light of the results of the factory censuses for 1961-62 and later years. 


2. Workers in rural industry, females in private domestic service, members of the full-time defence forces at

3. The estimates are designed to measure monthly trends in employment in the defined field. They are compiled 
on an establishment or enterprise basis and therefore do not cover exactly the same area of industry as the 
industry tabulations compiled on the occasion of a population census from the schedules provided 
by individuals.
